Patrick Henry Airport on the 
Newport News-Hampton side of 
Hampton Roads is growing, and 
some say it could develop into 
an international airport. This 
could happen if the federal gov- 
ernment for its development 
plans, had to choose between 
Norfolk Municipal and Patrick 
Henry. 

The Craney Island plan, based 
on material dredged from 
Hampton Roads ship channels 
to build an airport site, is now 
obsolete, one informed source 
said.

This sketch of the Virginia Beach-Norfolk expressway and its in- 
terchanges, all scheduled to open before Christmas, is based ona 
brochure prepared by the State Highway Department for the toll 
road. Where toll booth locations are at interchanges; the charge 
will be 10 cents for a passenger car, or 5 cents per axle for any 
vehicle including buses and trucks. The toll at the mainline barr- 
ier will be a quarter for cars, 10 cents per axle for vehicles with 
more than two. Toll will be paid once-either at the mainline barr- 
ier, or when getting on, or off at a ramp on either side of the barr- 



ier. Automated toll-collection booths are being built for the 
ramps, and signals will sound If someone forgets to put in the ni- 
ckels, dimes or quarters. The expressway's west end Is just in- 
side Norfolk, west of Newton Road at the interchange with Inter- 
state 264, to Brambleton Avenue, and Interstate 64 for points north 
and south.

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Experience,Balance in theCourts 



Within l«ss than two months, 
a series of cq^pointments to var- 
ious court positions of particu- 
lar interest in greater Virginia 
Beach liave reflected a contin- 
uning respect for law and order 
here and elsewhere In Virginia. 

While tome may disagree, it 
is our firm belief that the app- 
ointmems, involving four levels 
of Judiciol action in our nation's 
system of laws, underscore the 
value of experience and train- 
ing for men who serve as jur- 
ists. 

When ex-Gov. Albertis S. 
Harrison becomes a Justice of 
the Virginia Supreme Court of 
Appeals in a few weeks, he takes 
with him to the bench a broad 
background in state statutes and 
their administration. He was a 
legislator and attorney general 
before serving as governor of 
Virginia from 1962 through 
1965, and his legal practice 
spans decades. 

Some nnay recall that it was 
while he was attorney general 
that a number of serious diff- 
erences arose beympibe state 
ond federal govenwvientef- We 
recall that he refllBcrrMly coun- 
seled a wise course of settling 
them by legal means in the 
courts. At this particular time 
of disagreements between the 
state and federal levels of gov- 
ernment, Mr. Harrison certain- 
ly will add to the steadying 
influence of the state's highest 
court. 

Much closer to home were 
four other court appointments, 
each position recfulring men of 
different background and exper- 
ience; and also men of integ- 
rity, honesty and fairness. 

Judge Richard B. Kel lam's 
move to the U.S. District Court 
bench for Eastern Virginia on 
Sept. 1, thus placing him with 
other prominent jurists, met the 
requirements. 

His appointment also reflects 
a man's obllity to attain pro- 
minence in his profession with 
hard work, fairness and pati- 
ence. Judge KellcNTi's presence 
on the federal bench should help 
balance the Eastern District 
court. 

A more recent appointment, 
that of Judge George W. Vakos 
of Municipal Court to the Vir- 



ginia Beach Circuit Court (28th 
Judicial Circuit) bench here, 
effective last Friday, also pro- 
vides an element of balance. 

Judge Robert S. Wahab and 
Judge Paul W. Ackiss of that 
court gained experience through 

past years as commonwealth's 
attorneys. Judge Vakos gained 
his experience through the 
city's Law Department and Vir- 
ginia Beach Municipal Court. 

His knowledge of municipal 
laws and their relationships to 
state statutes will be invaluable 
to the state court of record 
in our city, with its unique local 
government of seven boroughs. 

His youth and knowlege of 
business affairs, his Navy back- 
ground and his personal ties 
with many in neighboring Nor- 
folk, as the SUN noted in a recent 
issue, each speak for them- 
selves. 

The elevation of State Del. 
P.B. White, who did not seek 

re-election this year, to the ftjil- 
time Virginio' Beach Municipal 
Court judgeship, after experi- 
ence as. on associate to that 
court, put on the bench a man 
familiar with the Intent, as well 
as the wording of bold new laws 
passed by recent sessions of 
the General Assembly. 

As for the appointment of 
Frank E. Butler III to succeed 
White as an associate judge on 
a part-time basis, this is the 
first judicial post for Judge 
Butler. We are confident his se- 
lection by the Circuit Court ju- 
dges was weighed carefully. 
Mary R. Speight also is an 
associate judge here. 

In sumnrKTtion, all of the app- 
ointments are In keeping with 
the role the various courts 
play in these difficult times— 
that of dispensing Justice by the 
flexible rules of kiw md evi- 
dence, and not by personal pre- 
judice. 

The same applies to the jud- 
ges of our other tocrt oowt— 
Juvenile & Domestic Relations 
Court. Judge Philip L. Russo, 
among those considered for the 
Circuit Court post, will nodoi^ 
continue his ooncem for our 
city's children. Miss Speight 
also serves well as on assoc- 
iate Judge in that court because 
of an imerest in our city's 
youth.

'Bright'FallForecast 
ByW&M Economist 

A "brl^t" fall and pre<<;hrl8tinBi ceoaunle picture has 
been forecast for Virginia by toe CoUefe of William and Mary's 
Bureau of Business Research in its carreat VtrginU Business 
Index. 

Dr. Leland E. Traywick, who became Director of toe Bureau 
on September 1, made the bbservatton in reviewing current 
economic patterns but, at toe same ttBe, canttoned that be- 
cause of "disviiet" in some eoinomic imliaUors, "toe fall 
season may not be as high as originally antic^isted." 

Dr. Traywick, an economist who joined the William and 
Mary Dqtartment of Business Administratioii this fftll, formerly 
was president of toe University of Omaha.

For the investor who is willing 
to accept ^ om c rls k^-soremeft- 
stocks can bring great financial 
rewards. 

Preferred stocks are some- 
thing else again. They also in- 
dicate ownership of the corpora- 
tion, in s i m p 1 es t form, the 
preferred stock is one that 
requires the payment of a speci- 
fied dividend before any dividend 
can W paid the common stock. 
The dividend is usually paid at 
a fixed rate. Participating, 
cumulative and convertible pre- 
ferred stocks offer the investor 
Interesting privileges which are 
well worth studying.

What is not superstition is 
that apples are one of the most 
versatile of fruits. Recipes for 
apple desserts are legion- 
apple cakes, pies, brown Betty, 
pandowdy, turnovers. Apple 
jelly and apple butter, candled 
apples and baked apples are well 
loved old-fashioned sweets. 
Apple sauces, relishes and chut- 
neys are favorite accompani- 
ments for meat, poultry and 
game. Apples go with vegetables 
such as sweet potatoes, sauer- 
kraut and carrots. 

While there are some 7,000 
named varieties of apples, 91 
percent of those for the fruit 
bowl are tall and winter apples 
which are listed here in the 
order of quantity produced:

Delicious; Rome; Jonathan; 
Winesap; York; Stayman; Yellow 
Newtown; Cortland; R.I, Green- 
ing; Northern Spy. 

When shopping look for firm, 
crisp, bright, clean, well-color- 
ed apples. Flavor is a variety 
characteristic which is also 
greatly Influenced by the stage 
of maturity at which the fruit is 
picked and the conditions uixier 
which it is kept. Apples that are 
well-colored for their variety 
usually have the full flavor of 
the particular variety, provided 
firmness and crispness of the 
flesh has not been impaired. 

Another old belief about 
apples is that eating them will 
produce long life; in Persia, 
for example the arole is the 
fruit of Immortality. Apples 
are a good nutritional source. 
They contain a variety of vita- 
mins and minerals although are 
not outstanding for any one. 
They are low-calorie, low 
sodium, alkaline in reaction, 
and are excellent for the teeth

The time is drawing near for 
mailing Christmas parcels to 
members of the armed forces 
overseas. 

The dates for mailing pack- 
ages by surface transportation 
are Oct. 16 to Nov. 11' for space 
available (SAM) are Oct. 21 to 
Dec. 1, and for airmail are 
Dec. I to Dec. 11, according to 
Joseph T. Crosswhite Jr., Vir- 
ginia Beach post master. The 
term "armed forces overseas" 
includes personnel of the armed 
forces, members of their fami- 
lies and U.S. civilians employed 
overseas who receive their mail 
through an APO or FPO, New 
York, San Francisco or Seattle. 

According to Crosswhite, all 
articles should be packed in 
boxes of wood, metal, solid 
fiberboard or strong double- 
faced corrugated fiberboard. 
All fiberboard boxes should be 
securely wrapped in heavy 
paper, which materially streng- 
thens the package.

Four coptractors on the 12 J- 
mile route- E. V. Williams 
Co., Inc., Ames & Webb, 
Hlggerson-Buchannan, Inc., and 
Dickerson of N. C, Inc., have 
been putting down yards of steel, 
miles of concrete and asphalt 
and tons of dirt about two years 
ago. 

The four -lane, divided ex- 
pressway with strictly- 
controlled access may cut down 
the accident toll on Virginia 
Beach Boulevard, becoming a 
major sbo{4>lng street along 
Beach Boulevard, which is be- 
coming a major shopping street 
along its full length here. 

E. H. Orange, toll facilities 
manager for the state, recently 
released a brochure describing 
the expressway as "The fastest 
and safest route l)etween Nor- 
folk and Virginia Beach," re- 
ferring to the Beach Borough's 
oceanfront. 

When the highway is comp- 
leted, it will have two 12-foot- 
wide lanes for traffic going 
east, and the same for traffic 
going west. The project con- 
struction cost is estimated at 
$29.8 million. (TUs does not 
include extra bonds sold, when 
the state financed the facility, 
to cover interest and principal 
payments the first few years. 

The expressway will have a

Downing: 
New Ships 
'Bolster' 
Manpower 



First District Rep. Thomas 
N. Downing, whose district In- 
cludes Vlr^nia Beach as well 
as the Newport News and Hamp- 
ton areas, was In Honolulu this 
week to speak at an American 
Merchant Marine Conference. 

Downing, in the text of a 
speech released before he left 
for the conference, estimated 
that "within the next two years, 
by far the greater part of the 
North Atlantic trade" will be 
dominated by "container ship." 



The Congressman also said 
•the nation's merchant marine 
again will be confronted "with 
a manpower dilemma," but it 
will be caused by a surplus, 
rather than a shortage of man- 
power. 

He said that what has happen- 
ed to the American Flag mer- 
chant marine since World War 
n is "past history," and the 
country now has a maritime 
program. 

Downing, who Is on the U.S. 
House of Representatives Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries, spoke to the corier- 
ence about.

Oceanography; Language 
Problem Studied Here 



BEACH BOROUGH-Theman 
from Brooklyn was talking about 
trying to solve the problem of a 
communications gap between 
scientists and others, Including 
sociologists, by teaching young- 
sters with a new method. 

So who says scientist^ and 
sociologists aren't talking to 
each other now? No one, accor- 
ding to Dr. E.J. Piel of the 
Polytechnic Institute of Brook- 
lyn. 

Dr. Piel claims children 
bound for college, but not engin- 
eering degrees, should be taught 
engineering concepts so they 
can better communicate with 
each other when w o r k i n g to- 
getber after college. 

For example, he said, an 
engineer's idea of what the word 
"stability" means is different 
than what the same word means 
to a sociologist. 

The former U.S. Marine of- 
ficer also said precise language 
is important in working with 
some computers, because per- 
sons give them verbal com- 
mands. The wrong word could 
foul up the electronics circuit, 
and tliis problem will Increase 
with equipment now l}eing devel- 
oped.

Dr. Piel explained his "pro- 
ject" at the conference.

The Scientific Approach

LYNNHAVEN BOROUGH-A 
nattily-dressed educator visited 
Virginia Beach Friends last 
week to spark their science 
salesmanship. 

Glen Blough, professor of 
education at the University of 
Maryland, spoke with Friends 
School parents Thursday night 
andconducte d teacher work- 
shops at the school Friday to 
bring to them his lively sug- 
gestions for presenting science 
to the elementary school pupil. 

Long an advocate of putting 
life into what has, for too long 
and to too many been a dull 
and dreary subject to teach, 
Blough has written books (sev- 
eral presently in use at Friends 
School here), lectured, and 
himself taught in elementary 
schools, projecting his inquisi- 
tiveness and curiosity to his 
students, in his words, "an 
asking rather than a telling type 
of teaching. 

"This, in my opinion, is one 
of the main disadvantages of 
educational TV. For teachers 
it's fine, but for the pupil, it 
Is, of necessity, a telling method 
instead of a method whereby the 
pupil seeks out the answers 
himself, rather than having the 
answers told to him." 

It is this natural curiosity, 
Blough feels, that sparks the 



pupil's interest. . .teaching him 
to learn to think for himself, 
provoking him to dig for the 
answers to the whys and where- 
fores of the scientific world. 

"A great problem in our 
schools today is that elementary 
teachers have a number of sub- 
jects which they must, hopefully 
with enthusiasm, teach in the 
classrooms.

In Spain, where almost as 
much emphasis is placed on 
men's fashions as on women's, 
it seemed obvious that In addit- 
ion to the countryside.

child's thinking by encouraging 
him to ask questions than spark- 
ing him to seek the answers." 
Presently on a year's sab- 
batical from the University, 
Blough had his scientific begin- 
nings on a farm in Michigan. 
His curiosity in things scienti- 
fic stayed with him through the 
University of Michigan and 
ultimately led him to examine 
closely the growing child's lack 
of interest in the world of 
science, a situation he set about 
changing. 

His books on the subject, as 
well as his natural ability to 
create interest among his lis- 
teners have taken him from 
school to school and country to 
country. 

He recently returned from a 
21 -day tour of Spain. . .a fun 
trip, he said, rather than a 
wpricing trip. 

Nonetheless, and despite the 
fact that he did not speak the 
language and could not com- 
municate freely with the Spanish 
people, he found the warmth of 
the Spanish sun and the color of 
the Spanish countryside as 
stimulating as the elementary 
school pupil's awakening to 
things about him. 

"The governmental projects 
such as the National Science 
Foundation program have done^ 
much to promote the field of 
science among American stu- 
dents but the basic job is still 
one for the elementary school 
teacher. 

"He or she is the one to 
introduce science to the child; 
to them fall the responsibility 
of presenting the scientific 
world as the lively and fas- 
cinating place it really is."

Many gardeners get carried 
away when they are giving their 
lawns their fall fertilization, 
and feel that if this is good for 
the lawn at this time of year, 
then it will also be good for 
the shrubbery. 

It is not advisable, however, 
to feed shrubberies at this sea- 
son because of the fact that this 
will stimulate the plant to put 
out new growth during warm 
periods. This new growth is 
much more susceptible to win- 
ter injury and winter kill. On 
some plants that are stimulated 
rather severely, winter injury 
may take the form of splitting 
bark and, if severe enough, the 
subsequent death of the plaint.

Law for School Buses Ignored by Some 



PR. ANNE BOROUGH-Par- 
ents and police officials in 
greater Virginia Beach are 
concerned about how some 
motorists ipore the safety of 
children on their way to, or 
from school. 

There have been an increasing 
number of complaints from 
parents about motorists who 
fall to stop on the city's streets 
for school buses. 



Police said most of the 
complaints concern motorists 
on multl-laned highways which 
are divided by a wide concrei*, 
or grass-covered median. 

Complaints have come par- 
ticularly from highway such as 
Bay side Borough's indepen- 
dence Boulevard and Northamp- 
ton Boulevard, which have two 
driving lanes on either side of 



tne median. 

The median strip of grass or 
concrete does not eliminate the 
motorist's liability for arrest, 
according to officials. 

The city code, as well as the 
Virginia code say: 

"A person shall be pllty of 
reckless driving who shall fail 
to stop at a school bus whether 



publicly or privately owned and 
whetiier transporting children 
to. trom or in connection with a 
public or private school, stBppm 
on the hlf^way for the purpose 
of talcing on or discharging 
school children, when approach- 
ing the same from any direction, 
and to remain stopped until all 
school children are clear of the 
highway and the bus is put in 
motion."

Proposed School 

Keyed to Suburban Needs 



PR. ANNE BOROUGH- A 
proposed public school building 
program for the city which 
hinges on a future bond refer- 
endum is an "absolute necess- 
ity" to meet school classroom 
needs by September of 1969, 
according to Chairman J. W.

legislators will approve the 
location of various colleges in 
a statewide system started by 
the 1966 General Assembly. 

A mong aims of the com munity 
college program, according to 
some informed sources, is to 
ease pressure on senior col- 
leges and universities which 
look to the state for consider- 
able financial support. The 
community colleges are to 
serve equally for adults and 
younger persons. 

At least two of the sites 
being considered by the local 
board are in Kempsville Bor- 
^ifllb'ar the Vlrifinia B^ch- 
Chesapkake boundary line. 
Chesapeake and Portsmouth 
have t»th been bidding for a 
community college. 

Some officials in Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake consider 
a location to serve both cities, 
as well as possibly Norfolk and 
Portsmouth residents, would 
help cooperation among the 
cities on this side of Hampton 
Roads.

It seems like everytime we 
turn around these days, some- 
one is talking about spending 
more tax money tor this and 
that. 

Right now, there is quite a 
bit of attention in our city of 
greater Virgin! a Beach's seven 
boroughs on a proposed bond 
referendum for public schools. 

Virginia law gives the voters 
of each community the right to 
decide whether or not they want 
to authorize their local govern- 
ing body to issue bonds, as cash 
is needed, to pay for new public 
school buildings. 

It apparently will be some 
time before we get a chance to 
vote on the question. 3ut there 
are some in ourcomminity who 
already are criticizing the 
proposed school-building pro- 
gram. 

In the first place, perhaps 
they do not realize that the City 
School Board and City Council 
have the firm responsibility for 
future capital improvements to 
keep up with suburban growth. 

Some of them also may not 
kno V that in recent years, the 
voters of our city have given 
overwhelming support to bond 
programs for the publ ic schools, 
so essential for educating our 
children. Private schools we 
should note, also play an import- 
ant part in education. Among 
other things, they provide com- 
petition to spur improvements 
to public eiucat ion in communi- 
ties. 

In the light of today's munici- 
pal bond market, it would be 



unwise for City Council to 
actually sell city bonds. The 
interest rates would be too high, 
costing the taxpayers more in 
the long run. 

But bonds can be sold at 
times when the market is fav- 
orable, after temporarily using 
cash available through short- 
term borrowing. Cities have 
been doing this for years. In 
any event, the school bonds 
needed to finance school impro- 
vements for the next few years 
v/ould spread the cost to tax- 
payers over a period of many 
years. 



OurjCity School Board and 
City Council have the local 
responsibility of providing the 
best educational facilities they 
can, within reasonable limita- 
tions, in cooperation with proper 
state and federal officials. The 
councilmen and school board 
members cannot and should not 
shirk their responsibility. 

At the same time, it is our 
responsibility as citizens to 
support them in the effort to 
provide our city's children with 
the finest schools possible so 
they can take advantage of the 
growing number of opportunities 
in future years. 

It is not a question of whether 
v/e can afford to provide the best 
schools, it is a question of 
whether we can afford not to. 
And the answer to that question 
is obvious. 

The many sons, daughters, 
grandchildren, nephews, nieces 
and cousins in our bustling 
community with a promising 
future deserve the best. 



Thev Deserve Thanks, not Pranks

"It is the s^se of tbe Congress tbat tbe United States 
government tbroogh Its represenlattves in the Unlt^ Nattons, 
having advocated ecooMnic saaeUoBs against Rbodesla, nouw 
IniUate and support ift the Unltid NaUons economle sancttais 
against North Viet Nam at wlnse hands tbe United States tai 
suffered 55,888 casualties dArlng the first nine months of 1967.' 

Senator Byrd in Us speech to tbe Senate asked "how Qtn the 
United States jiBMfy deaaMttlig economic sanctions, namely 
trade embargo, against Rbodesla and refuse to seek sanctions 
against North Viet Nam? 

"The United Nations was designed to help keep ttie peace. 
Viet Nam, not Rbodesla, is where the war is. And Viet Nam is 
«ihere the United Nations should direct its efforts. 

"During 1966, 2^ ships flying tbe flags of Viet Nam memtwrs 
delivered cargo to the North Vietnamese port of Halpbong. 
During recent months there has been an increase in sbipiinc 
through Haiphong. 

"For example, during tbe mnitb of June, four times as mudi 
shipping went tbrougb tbat port as it did for the correspongding 
month of 1966. And a majority of those sb^ flew the flag of fi-ee 
world nations.

"Tbe Uidted States is suffering heavy casualties in Viet Nam, 
55,888 during the first nine moiAbs of 1967. 

"1 say to my fellow Senators, if we are going to continne to 
keep troops in Viet Nam I feel we must use every diidomatic and 
financial pressure available to tnlng this war to a q>eedy vA 
honorable conclusion. Economic sanctions by tbe United Natloos 
would be one additlraal pressure." 

Sponges pir Pollution 
Bill Moves in Senate 

A biU to strengOien U.Sf (HI polldion laws, which is being 
co-sponsored by UjS. Senator Williun B. ^»ng, Jr., moved 
closer to becoming law last wedt when a aAcommittee oftlie 
Senate Public Works Committee pve it unanimous approval. 

Senator Spong, wbo is a mraiber of tbe Subcommittee, pre-' 
dieted tbat the full PUtdic Worta Committee would endorse the 
bill and report it to ttie floor (A tbe Senate. 

He traced his Interest in stronger oil pollution laws to re- 
cent spillages in Virginia. "Costly oil spillages at Yorktown 
last spring and near Reedville on tbe Nortbon Neck (taring 
the summer underlined tbe need for new legislatioo in ttds 
area," lie said. 

At the time of tbe Yn-ktown spill, he asked tbe U.S. Depart- 
ment of tb^ Intoior to take any remedial steps it could to ixx- 
rect tbe damages. After a study of the YorUown situatioB, the 
Department reported Voak^ under exiting law, it could take no 
actiim. 

Spong then J(4oed in ^xmsorsbip of a biU to strengthen en- 
forcement provisions of the Oil Pollution Act. The bUl drafted 
by the Subcommittee last week cond»ines this and several other 
prcqxKals. 

According to Spong, current law covers only ship spiUagas, 
whereas ttw new bill )|Ottld also include terminal and shore 
bcllitlflB in its provisioQS. 

Another streogtbeninfproposal would eliminate the preseht 
recpdrement that the Intertor DepartmentVove "grossly Mg- 
ligent" action on tbe part oi the persons or companies reqMO- 
sible for tbe pollution in order to (4)tain omvictioas or cobb^ 
pensatury damages. 

The new bill wouM further clarify the authority of the Sec- 
retary of the Intertor to enforce Qie oil pollutton law and to re- 
quire cleao-i^! of int^erty <kmaged by the spilled <A\, Except- 
ions would be made in cases of spillage resulting from action 
takM to save life or property or from unavddaUe collision, 
stranding or accident.

And hit words conveyed some

The Virginia Beach Develop- 
ment Council, with E. R. 
Cockrell at chairman, is at- 
tempting to help our local 
government't officials plan for 
future needs in this fast-growing 
city with an increasingly great- 
er economic future. 

While Mr. Cockrell is more 
familiar with the rural areas 
in this city of leven boroughs, 
Mr. Cromwell it attuned to the 
needt of thote in the suburbs, 
where pleasant living is a part 
of the purtuit of happiness. 
And he looks to the future with 
keen vision on the need for 
continued long-range planning 
for future years. 

He specifically commented on 
ieveral matters which the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH SUN has brought 
to the attention of our com- 
munity's leaders in recent 
editions. 

They are: 

1) The necetsity to broaden 
the city government's tax base 
by continued efforts to bring 
acceptable kinds of industry 
into our city, while not forget- 
ting those here today. 

2} The need to consider, with 
neighboring cities, the location 
of a regional airport site with 
enough space on land and 
clearance in the air space above 
to take large commercial jet 
aircraft. Some now being devel- 
oped will be unable to use 
Norfolk Municipal Airport,

4) A mass transit system to 
meet future needs in the sub- 
urbs, where more homes, busi- 
nesses and relatively smal I 
industrial plants are locating 
now. 

Present industrial efforts by 
our city government, in co- 
operation with the Tidewater 
Virginia Development Council, 
the Virginia Beach Industrial 
Authority and other government 
agencies, are progressing as 
sure as can be expected. But 
they could receive increased 
attention. 

Concern among area planners 
now on the limited physical 
nature of the present Norfolk 
airport is well founded, as the 
SUN pointed out earlier. 

The canal system, planned to 
help community development 
and living in all of our city's 
boroughs, is something on 
which planning should continue 
while canal sections are dredged 
on a sound financial basis, with 
consideration for taxpayers. 

The need for a mass trans- 
portation system is certainly a 
mcitter for future planning, per- 
haps as part of a regional plan 
for Southeastern Virginia. This, 
of course, requires cooperation 
among the communities, despite 
some narrow-minded political 
powers in downtown Norfolk. 

With proper planning and 
foresight, Improvements will 
come for those who have faith 
in our city, to which tourism, 
construction, agriculture, com- 
merce and military bases each 
contribute much at present.

i Editf ir's Note: The following is 
only the Vocational Sch(K)l and 
College Parts of the Virginia 
Beach city government's Master 
Plan Repfjrt Number 7, con- 
ct'rning future community faci- 
lities for education. It is now 
being considered by City Council 
as a recommendation from the 
City Schijol Board and City 
Planning Commission to meet 
projected needs to 1985. ) 

"There is currently Deing 
plannHl for Virginia Beach an 
area vocational school, an 
educational institution devoted 
to the preparation of young 
people for various occupations 
and designed to help meet the 
, spt-cific employment needs of 
the local community. Both state 
and federal agencies assist in 
funding of area vocational 
schools, and a good portion of 
both construction costs (50^() 
and pquipmcnt costs (75^c) will 
be borne by these agencies. 

"It is contemplated that the 
area vocational school will 
accommodate approximately 
600 students each "shift," with 
two "shifts" per day being 
scheduled for public school 
students; additional classes will 
be made available to adults 
during the evening hours. In 
total, then, the school would be 
in operation daily for approxi- 
mately ten hours, bringing to 
the community specialized 
training opportunities aot 
presently offered. 

"The area vocational school 
in Virginia Beach stould be in 
operation in 1969, with a fiill 
program tmderway l^ 1970. 



"In addition to the vocational 
training available at the area 
school, related academic work 
will still be a part of the high 
school program of regularly - 
enrolled pupils; it is expected 
that these studies will be pur- 
sued in the regular comprehen- 
sive high school, with students 
being transported to the voca- 
tional school for their work 
there. No phase of fundamental 
academic work will be neglect- 
ed, since the ability to read 
and compute will be necessary 
to later shop or technical 
success. 

"In brief, the goals of the 
area vocational school might 
be enumerated as follows: 

1. To equip each individual 
with the knowledge and 
skills needed to get and to 
hold a job and to make a 
worthwhile and personally 
satisfying contribution to 
the community. 

2. To meet the manpower 
needs of the community. 

3. To aid in helping to solve 
the problems of unemploy- 
ment. 

4. To help to raise the stan- 
dard of living for people 
wh(»e family income is 
low because of limited 
earning capacity. 

"The city is allotlng sufficient 
time to planning for the area 
vocatloial sclKX)l In order to 
avoid some of the pitfalls 
detected in »rlier ventures by 
Some sister communities. For 
instance, it Is imperative that 
the ptMlc comprehend that the 
vocsUioffiU school sfKwld not be 



expected tn accomplish more 
than its objectives; all too fre- 
quently, in all too many com- 
munities, the vocational school 
has been considered the panacea 
for dropouts. Nothing could he 
further fronufact and reality. 
The vocational school has a 
contributory role to play In the 
education and the retraining of 
both youth and adults, but It 
does not offer the cure-all for 
our educational, economic, or 
social ills, nor should it he 
looked to for such. 

"The need is presslfSg^lM- 
more and better vocational 
education opportunities for HI 
people. If economic enterprise 
in the city is to remain strong 
and vigorous, if our nroductive 
capacities are to continue to 
grow, and if all citizens of 
Vlrgiiiia Beach are to realize 
the fullness of their occupational 
potential. The community has 
demonstrated its understanding 
of this need and has iiKiics^ed a 
willingness to provide facilities, 
capital, and time necessary to 
meet it. 



"The 1966 General Assembly 
enacted legislation creatii% a 
system of community colleges 
in Virginia, and the City of 
Virginia Beach has made appli- 
cation to be one location for 
such an lostitutlon. 

"A city Community College 
Committee tos been anx)iitted 
by City CoiHM^l; tUs committee 
meets regularly with officials 



of other city agencies, such as 
the Planning Commission, and 
has already secured a pledge 
for the necessary acreage for 
the location of a community 
college In the city. 

"The community college is 
without qu^tion the fastest- 
growing and most dynamic unit 
in the American educational 
system. Two-year academic 
and technical programs have 
flourished In recent years; as 
the number of high school 
graduates continue to increase, 
and as the need for more basic 
general education is felt, the 
community college will no doubt 
have to assume a larger r^ 
in semi-professional techni^, 
and professional -support occu- 
pations. 

"Since the community college 
draws the major i^oportion of 
its students ttom its Immediate 
geographical area, Its program 
of offerings will reflect to a 
large measure the needs ot 
btsiness, commerce, and indus- 
try in the region it serves, ta 
general, however, prt^irams 
fall under sevra general kaad- 
ings:

PUNGO-Further reductions 
In charges for telephone users 
in the First Colony Tel^one 
Company will apply to inter- 
state long distance calling, it 
was announced by Gerald 
H. Parks, president of the In- 
d^;>eodent with a franchise in 
Princess Anne and Pungo bor- 
ooglis of Virginia Beach. 

The telephone user will ben- 
efit in Uiree ways: Lower char- 
ges on many calls; longer time 
periods and added days (S^- 
urdays and certain holidays) 
when low rates apply; and a new 
"Mldni^ to 7" special dial 
rate with a 75 cent maximum 
within the U.S. continental li- 
mits. 

The changes would include: 

The 8-1/2 hour span of the 
pr^ent night rate will be ex- 
tended to 12 hours. To be named 
"After 7 and Weekend," it will 
extend from 7 p.m. to 7 a.nu 
each weekday, plus all day both 
Saturday and Sunday. At the 
longest distance, the rate is $1 
for a three-minute station-to- 
station call. 

The "After 7 and Weekend" 
rat^ also will apply all day on 



Thanksgiving, Christmas, New 
Year's Day, July 4th and La- 
bor Day. The effect in 1968 will 
be 109 days-Saturdays, Sundays 
and bolidays-when the "After 
7 and Weekend" rate applies. 

Daytime station rates beyond 
468 miles will be lowered and 
the maximum for a call across 
the country will drop from $2.00 
to $L7S-lor the first three min- 
utes. The new "Weekday" sta- 
tion rates will apply from 7 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day. 

The present evening rate per- 
iod will begin an hour earlier, 
becomii^ 5 p.m. to 7 p.m. each 
weekday and will l>e named "Af- 
ter 5." The rate for maximum 
distance will be lowered from 
$1.50 to $1.25 for the first 
three minutes of a station-to 
station call. , 

A new "Midnight to 7" special 
dial ratewUl he introduced, 
featuring a 75 cent nuximum 
for a call across the country. 
The rate will apply from mid- 
night to 7 a.m., seven days a 
week, for station-to-station 



calls dialed by the customer 
from non-coin telephones. 
Credit card, collect, or other 
calls needing operator assist- 
ance will not be included. The 
new "midnight to 7" special 
dial rate and the extension of 
the night rate will be of special 
benefit to both residence and 
business users on the Pacific 
coast in placing calls to the East 
coast. 

Person-to-person rates will 
also be lowered. The maximum 
daytime rate for three minutes 
will drop from $3.50 to $3.30. 
After 5 p.m., the maximum will 
be reduced from $3.00 to $2.85 
for the first three minutes. 

Included are rate increases 
for some interstate calls from 
to 24 miles. None of these 
increases will be more than 5 
cents for the initial period.
